We are born, grow up ■ — ■ and die. A few of us do 
something useful during that lime, others wait too long 
until, alas and alack, the death knell brings sweet sorrow 
to any justification their existence may have had, if they 
had acted in time. 

So it is with ideas. They are useful only when given 
the chance to be put into practice before they ripen, fall 
and wither. Surely it is a sound idea to hear in person 
what candidates for an important office have to offer in 
the event of their election, and to interrogate them pub- 
licly on any loose planks in their platform. However, 
after an elapse of almost two months after the call for 
nominations was published, it is unfortunate that those 
who have gone to the trouble of reviving the pre-election 
rally should not have have delivered the petition for a 
meeting until only two days before the 72-hour notice 
prescribed by constitution. 

While the professed principle governing the meeting 
cannot be commended too highly, it cannot be practical 
without a large attendance. It is hoped that the turnout 
will be larger than it was o few years ago when ballyhoo 
publicity and even free cigarettes attracted but a meagre 
representation to an official gathering of a similar 
nature. With such short notice this time, however, what 
can be expected? 

A poor attendance is bad enough, but since only an 
incomplete slate of candidates for the presidential office 
may find it possible to attend, it is doubtful whether the 
meeting can achieve its purpose. With sufficient notice, 
however, the four candidates would have the opportunity 
of agreeing upon a date and time convenient to all of 
them. 

Nevertheless, even with a successful meeting, a 
word to the wise is in order. There may be a tendency on 
the part of office seekers to make promises which ore 
beyond their jurisdiction to execute. Unfortunately such 
is the case in at least one of the platforms that appeared 
yesterday and may possibly be evident in statements that 
will be made at the meeting on Monday. It is regrettable, 
above all, that motters over which we have no control 
such as military training which is under the direction of 
the Federal Legislature should become a bone of con- 
tention in a student election platform.

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Religion and Freedom 

By ihc word 'Religion.' we mem not 
any and every sort of vague srntimrntnlity 
and kindlincsf which passes under this 
name; much less do we mean any and 
even' son of extravagant cult which men 
have devised as much for the satisfaction 
of their aesthetic instincts as for the 
honouring of God. Religion in any such 
vague sense cannot he said to promote 
freedom: it is. on ihe contrary, apt to be 
the very chain which hinds men inescap- 
ably in their ancient slavery. 

By religion we mean the true worship 
of the God by whom and for whom all 
things were created: the same God who 
was in Christ, reconciling all things to 
Himself: the same God whose spirit ani- 
mates the persons of those that worship 
Him. Of Religion so conceived, we say 
without hesitation that it is the source of 
all freedom for mankind. Where it flour- 
ishes, men advance lowards ever greater 
freedom; where it withers away or is vio- 
lently rejected, men slip back rapidly into 
servitude. 

The reason for this lies in the fact that 
where the true God is worshipped, man is 
ehown to be a child of God. the object of 
God's love, for whose sake the ?on of God 
"was contented to be betrayed . . . and to 
suffer death upon the cross." The measure 
» of such 8 eacrince makes it impossible for 
us to regard those for whom it was made 
as worthy ~"b'f anything but honour from 
ourselves; impossible to treat them as 
chattels or as pawns to be used for the at- 
tainment of selfish ends: impossible to 
crush them by ruthless power, or to cor- 
rupt and degrade them by vicious propa- 
ganda; impossible to stop short of accord- 
ing them even the dangerous gift of free- 
dom for which only a child of God is fitted, 
but to which a child of God ha* a title 
which no earthly power has the right to 
annul, no matter what the end in view. 

On the other hand, where the worship 
of the true God is rejected, some idol is in- 
variably set up to be worshipped in God's 
etead. In the modern world, the favourite 
idol is the State itself, or the Head of the 
State. Once this step has been taken, man 
imes a mere cog in the State-machine, 
aving no intrinsic worth, but valued only 
as he can be made to contribute to the ends 
which the State has bet for it*elf; and if 
he despises those endf. and refuses to serve 
them, there is no reason why he should not 
be crushed without pity, or forced into 
compliance even at the cost of hit personal 
integrity. 

True religion, therefore, is not "the 
opiate of the people." but the one and only 
dynamic which can be found to counter- 
act tyranny and exploitation. It is not an 
outmoded discipline superseded by the ad- 
vancing knowledge of the race, but ihc in- 
finitely widening pathway which afford.- 
the only means of advance towards, a 
higher destiny. Truth and Religion, there- 
fore, must be the first objective of man if 
he is to be truly free; and all the other 
ends are set in their proper perspective in 
that magnificent and penetrating saying of 
our Lord, "Seek ye first the Kingdom of 
God and His rightcouBnebt ; and all these 
things shall be added unto you." 



Consider the plight of hiehcr learning. 
Universities are usually vividly conscious 
of their virtues: yet uncomfortably aware 
of their faults. In spite of brilliant 
achievements in some fields there is a dis- 
concerting feeling abroad (hat nil is not 
well with higher education. Indeed, the 
maladies are so apparent that even uni- 
versity heads have publicly deplored them. 
"Why is it.*' asks the president of one of 
the greatest universities on this continent, 
"that the chief characteristic of the higher 
learning is disorder?" The answer, he 
says, is obvious: it lacks any unifying 
principle. The part* are individually bril- 
liant: they fit together to make no sensible 
whole. Knowledge in itself may be good, 
but much of the knowledge with which 
modem universities concern themselves is 
continually menaced with futility. Why? 
Heeause it bears no relation to the whole 
field of human thought, and i* fatally di- 
vorced from the realities of human life. 
The nemesis of the specialist has overtaken 
it. As the well-worn jibe has put it, peo- 
ple learn more and more about less and 
less. They become highly trained at the 
cost of ceasing to be decently educated. 
Chaos is too weak a word to describe so 
grave a plight. 

Theology, on the other hand, has in 
part abdicated its posit ion because it has 
neglected its distinctive character. It has 
subsided into a type of professional train- 
ing, or has at most- claimed to be one 
science among others. Its ancient and 
valid claim is that it offers an interpreta- 
tion of life and so provides a framework 
within which the competing specializations 
of a university ran find their place. It 
does not compete with or displace the other 
sciences, but it claims to make sense of the 
whole field of truth— because it claims to 
make sense of the whole range of life. It 
enables men to distinguish between the 
things which are important and the things 
which are not. and it is for lack of such a 
unifying principle that university educa- 
tion is threatened with chaos. 

Moreover. Theology makes certain 
specific claims about the view of life which 
it offers. It asserts tfiat it is a reasonable 
interpretation. It does not cover all the 
facts but it covers as many as any other 
view and claims to cover them in a more 
significant way. In passing it may be re- 
marked, moreover, that many of the cri- 
ticisms levelled against Theology miss the 
mark because they ignore the kind of thing 
which Theology is concerned to state. 
They reveal nothing so clearly as the ig- 
norance of the specialist when he steps 
outside his field. Moreover, Theology 
claims that it is a realistic view of life 
which it offers — though this may surprise 
its critics. Any faith which includes a 
crosEdoes not ignore the disagreeable facts. 
Finally, it asserts that it ha* a redemptive 
view of life, and the disasters of the pres- 
ent hour proclaim insistently man's ina- 
bility to save himself. 

Both Theology and higher education 
suffer from their present separation. Mis- 
understanding let them drift apart; only 
imagination, good will and a sense of the 
serious plight of the contemporary world 
will réunit* them.

eralion regarding the outcome of the preient 
great conflict as foretold many centuries ago 
by the prophets and wise men. and especially 
by the hieroglyphics on the pyramids of 
Egypt. 

It is wilh Ihe assertions of the latlcr group 
that lhe McGill-lshmael Fédération lakes issue. 
The prophet Khan Tli warned alll true be- 
lievers that they should "Beware of false 
prophets," and Ihe failure of the Skitish-lsh- 
mael Federation lo predict any event In the 
present conflict wilh success leaves no room 
for doubling that they merit this appelation.

So much lime has elapsed since lhal an 
cienl god discovered Ihe first stringed inslru 
menl, Dial In order to see Jus! how our modern 
piano reached lis present glale of perfection 
we must go back a few hundred years. For 
the tortoise shell, was substituted a hoard over 
which tendons were slrelchtd. The hoard was 
slung around the neck, and Ihe strings were 
struck wilh a quill. For many years this In- 
strument was tremendously popular, and a 
larger one was designed. Il had pedals, was 
roughly Lungular in shape and Ihe iliingg 
were plucked will) Ihe fingers. This is our mod- 
ern harp, 

Some years lalw Ihe idea of sulking lhe 
slringk by mechanical means was conceived. 
The harp was mounted in a box and ils strings 
Struck with quills controlled by a key-board. 
This Instrument, known as a spinet, was fnsl 
employed in Ihe fourteenth century. II is said 
that Queen Elizabeth plujed on one Con- 
siderable music was composed for this instru- 
ment, iqme by the great Beethoven. The tune 
was thin but extremely „weel. 

The next step was lo replace lhe quills 
with hammers. This was done by Chnalofori

Me of Theology? Is it not true that 
many firil-rate scholar? arc from 
the monastic faculty? Is it not 
true? . . . and the end is not yet. 
Bow your heads and weep, ye 
•corners, and know that we arc 
among you.

TTie "Daily" management *eems 

to have shown great sagacity in 
•sking the Theological Faculty to 
publish an issue of this paper. This 
issue is an antidote to others pub- 
lished of late by facilities unnamed. 
The "gummct" aggregation guard- 
edly gummed up their gigantic 
genius in s garrulously generalized 
geniality which gushed and gyrated 
without getting anywhere. ... Of 
course, such comment is unethical. 
One shouldn't say such things. 
Strike it out. Mr. Editor. . . . Holy 
smoke, how did that slip in? 

* ❖ * 

The latest heresy of the Church 
has been discovered— modern edu- 
cation. Modem mass education like 
many other movements is a child 
of historic Christianity. The child 
has now outgrown its parent. In 
many quarters it has driven out 
tnd supplanted the Church. On this 
campus numerous cures arc pre- 
ibed for a sick world, cures for 
the most part based on anything 
but a Christian foundation. "Edu- 
cation is the solution to our 
trouble." At this very point, mod- 
ern education becomes a heresy. 
Under the influence of naturalism, 
strongly suspicious of the ultimate 
meaning which the Christian in- 
vests in God, trying hard to escape 
this concept, the 'modern' 
s into the original sin of mak- 
ing himself God. His reason devel- 
oped by education becomes the 
supreme value in life. God is sup- 
planted. So. education as the ser- 
vant of true religion, becomes re- 
ligion's chief opponent. But the 
heresy is fast destroying itself. It 
ot escape such destruction. It 
does not touch the vital springs of 
human action; it minimizes the 
liniteness and the partial perspec- 
tives of the human mind; and it 
makes light of the dangers of the 
•will-to-live active in every life. 
For these reasons it cannot stand 
against religious movements which 
evidence strong religious power, 
but which are also modern heresies 
of Christianity. Such a movement 
is Nazism in Germany. It is funda- 
mentally a heretical religious move- 
ment. Against such a dynamic 
movement, which harnesses the 
deepest emotions of its followers, 
education, with its cold search for 
truth, its underestimation of the 
limitations of the human mind, and 
its belief in the goodness of the 
"natural" man, has no chance. With- 
out a doubt Hitler denies the 
Christian concept of humility by 
preaching superiority; he turns in- 
ternationalism into nationalism; he 
iorces the churches to talk about 
the soul and immortality exclus- 
ively; and he binds the people in 
magical adoration of the "Fuehrer'' 
as their Saviour; thus he becomes 
the Jesus Christ of Christianity and 
the whole religion is turned upside 
down. Yet, because he still con- 
served the religious drives in this 
upside-down Christianity, the uni- 
versities in Germany were power- 
less despite the irrationality of the 
•whole system. Einstein, one of the 
•world's greatest living scientists, 
writes, "Being a lover of freedom, 
When the revolution came in Ger- 
many, I looked to the universities 
•o defend it, knowing that they 
had always boasted of their devo- 
tion to the cause of truth; but, no, 
the universities immediately were 
silenced. . . . Only the Church stood 
squarely across the path of Hitler's 
campaign for suppressing truth. 1 
never had any special interest in 
the Church before, but now I feel 
s great affection and admiration 
..because the Church alone has had 
the courage and persistence to 
stand for intellectual truth and 
moral freedom. I am forced thus to 
confess that what I once despised I 
HOW praise unreservedly." The con- 
centration camps in Germany are 
filled not with Jews nor intellec- 
tuals, nor newspaper editors, but 
!with humble Christians. One sus- 
,pects that education in this coun- 
try will have to recognize its sin 
•nd turn to the Church as the 
source of power needed to sustain 
its integrity in the evil day. The 
sooner this is recognized, yes, ver- 
ily, on this campus, the more confi- 
dence will we have in the Univer- 
sities when a post-war period comes 
With its inevitable social upheaval 
and conflict

vescent ebullitions of grotesque 
mental gymnastics can only be ac- 
counted for on the basis of ethno- 
logical perambulations with a view 
to national aggrandizement conse- 
quent upon a mythological history 
that had for its boundaries the 
whole range of cosmic excursions 
of a character at once predatory 
and superimpositional." 

"In view of this fact we find that 
the pseudohypostatization which is 
really a conflation of widely diverse 
representations of race creation is 
a philosophical emanation of im- 
aginative development. It is an al- 
legation of unmistakeable profund- 
ity that the irrefutability of any 
argument propounding a theory of 
nationalistically inclined exordium 
of mythological character is only 
exceeded by the incomprehensibil- 
ity of its mystically minded histor- 
ical progenitors. 

"It is, of course, obvious from 
the above that the ramifications of 
such conceptions be illimitable as 
respects their spatio-temporal vacu- 
ity, and only when the perspicacity 
of unpremeditated concentration is 
focussed upon our question that the 
congruity of the mutually exclusive 
views becomes immediately recon- 
cileable.
